»’ HE ABSOLUTE IMPUDENCE 
of the man is astounding. After 
what wrestling fans have done for him, 
he should be grateful. Instead, he has 
spit in their faces. Of course, there is 
nothing which can be done now. But 
what Superstar Billy Graham did was 
just despicable. 

He may think he now has the right to 
have his own selfish self-interests 
prevail over those of the entire sport, 
but that just isn’t right. No wrestler 
should have that kind of power, be hea 
champion or be he a preliminary 
wrestler. No man can Spit in the face of 
the fans. 

Many months ago, leading 
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promoters from all over the country 
decided to finally band together and 
hold a tournament to decide the one 
true champion of wrestling. At that 
time, everyone involved thought it was 
a very good idea. The petty in-fighting 
would begin later, but it would not be 
enough to cause the tournament to fall 
through. Superstar Graham took care 
of that. 

The promoters turned to 
WRESTLING ANNUAL to select the 
men who should be involved in the 
tournament. They asked we poll 
wrestling fans from around the world 
to see who they thought should be 
included. We complied with their 


wishes and sponsored a special fan 
ballot in this magazine (Summer 
1977). 

We designed our ballot to be the 
fairest, most equitable measure of who 
the fans thought were the best 
wrestlers currently in the sport. All 
professional wrestlers were eligible for 
inclusion in the tournament. All told, 
100 wrestlers were listed on our special 
ballot which went out to wrestling 
fans. Another 77 write-in choices were 
made by those who sent ballots back. 
The entire sport was involved in 
determining who would be in our Best 
Wrestler Tournament (see related 
story on page 34). 


His word meant nothing to him. The demands of the 
fans meant even less. Learn why the tournament of 
tournaments was scuttled by Superstar Billy 
Graham’s treachery and egotism. The fans now know 
who to blame 


When we finished tabulating the 
results, Superstar Billy Graham had 
placed seventh out of all 177 wrestlers 
nominated. That was a great honor 
indeed, and any wrestler would have 
been proud to have ranked so high 
among the fans. Everyone had been 
asked to choose five men they thought 
would be the best competitors for the 
tourney. It was not an easy choice for 
anyone to make, especially

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HIS IS IT! For years, 

wrestling fans have been 
clamoring for a determination 
of who is the best wrestler in 
the world today. Thanks to the 
marvels of an advanced 
computer, that determination 
has been made. 

In our Summer 1977 issue, 
WRESTLING ANNUAL an- 
nounced there would be a 
tournament to determine who 
would become wrestling's one 
world champion. At that time, 
various promoters across the 
country had agreed to the idea 
of having one world champion. 
They requested that you, the 
wrestling fans, determine who 
should be included in that 


tournament. At last, it was 
hoped, the controversy over 
which wrestler was best would 
be ended. We shouldn't have 
been so hopeful. 

Little did we realize there 
would be so many major 
problems putting together this 
tournament, which had been 
designed to unify all of wrestling. 
But no one had realized Super- 
star Billy Graham would win the 
WWWEFE championship, then 
refuse to compete in the tourney. 
When Graham withdrew, the 
entire event began to fall apart. 
Many of the original sponsors 
abandoned the plan, citing the 
fact that it really couldn't be a 
Best Wrestler Tournament 
without the WWWF champion 
being included.

(See related story 
on page 32). 

Fortunately, the editors of this 
magazine had access to a highly 
advanced computer. The idea of 
putting together a computer 
tournament took root. This way, 
we could salvage the effort every 
fan had made in filling out the 
special ballots, and there could 
still be a determination of who is 
the best wrestler. Even when 
Graham asked he not be 
included in the computer 
tourney, everyone felt this was 
the best way of going about 
matters. Thus, the Best Wrestler 
Tournament was scrapped, and 
the switch was made to a 
computer tourney. Because 
Graham had withdrawn from the 
competition, another wrestler, 
Ken Patera, was added to the list 
of participants. 

The idea of holding a 
computer tournament to 
determine who is the best 
wrestler in’ the sport is not a

new idea. This magazine has 
been compiling statistics for 
just such an event for a long 
time. When we first heard 
about the sudden need to hold 
the electronic event, we 
quickly finished our research 
and fed it into the computer.

The two men are standing in 
opposite corners, just waiting to spring 
into action. Their two contrasting 
styles should provide for some very 
interesting action. Will Mil’s famous 
flying tactics be enough to stop 
Bockwinkle’s roughhouse style? 

From the opening moments, it is 
clear Mascaras will bea difficult target 
for Bockwinkle. Mil is very quick. 
Nick needs a little time to get his 
rhythm. Mascaras circles his 
opponent, darting back and forth in 
front of him. 

Finally, Bockwinkle lunges at 
Mascaras and forces the masked 
wrestler to the canvas. This move 
surprises Mil, but it does not daze him. 
He tries to raise himself back up, but 
Nick refuses to allow this advantage to 
slip away so easily. Before Mascaras 
can get to his feet, Bockwinkle puts a 
leglock on him, thereby keeping Mil 
on the canvas. 


But Mascaras knows how to counter 
this maneuver. He breaks the hold on 
Bockwinkle and soon has a headlock 
on him. For the next few minutes, this 
type of action prevails, with one mafi 
gaining and losing control in a matter 
of seconds. 


It is up to Mascaras to break this 
pattern. He breaks free of one of Nick’s 
armlocks and springs upward. His best 
strategy at this point is his initial 
strategy: Be elusive. Tire Bockwinkle 
out. Force him to make a bad mistake. 
Then use one of Nick’s own maneuvers 
to defeat him. 


The plan works well. Bockwinkle 
begins to tire and Mil senses this, He 
stops eluding Nick. He dives in, 
forcing his opponent to the canvas. 
Bockwinkle is too tired to resist. An 
astonishingly well-executed figure 
four leglock does the trick, and Mil 
wins the elimination match. OD

(Editor’s note: Before the computer 
could analyze the results of a match 
between these two men, Bruno 
Sammartino requested his name be 
dropped from the tournament in favor 
of Larry Zbyszko. What follows is an 
exerpt from a letter Bruno sent 
WRESTLING ANNUAL explaining 
why he took this action.) 


“When I first met Larry Zbyszko, he 
was just a teenager who didn't look like 
he had too much going for him. But I 
could see the potential was there. 
Some day, this young man would 
make a great champion. I knew it. And 
I wanted to help him as much as | 
could. 

“He has proven himself over the 
years. He was a good student, and he 
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learned fast. Without reservation, | 
can say he is just as good—in many 
important ways—as I am. 

“If we were to wrestle in your 
computer tournament, | think it would 
be discovered you’d have a draw 
between us. If that happened, both 
Larry and I would be eliminated from 
further advancement. I have had my 
time of glory. I think it is now Larry’s 
turn. 

“Therefore, I request you do not 
match me against Larry, or else give 
the round to him by default. Let him 
advance. After all, he won't be 
wrestling just. for himself, hell be 
wrestling for both of us. 

“I sincerely hope Larry makes it all 
the way to the top of your computer 
tournament. | do not wish to stand in 
his way. And it is better one of us 
continues through the rounds than for 
both of us to be eliminated, which 
would surely happen if the computer 
went through and compiled the actual 
match.” O

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ANDRE THE GIANT 
vs. JACK BRISCO 


Andre squashes Inferno #1 as-if the man 
was a teddy bear (left).

Andre often takes on tag teams 
in handicap bouts and emerges 
victorious. While all know of Andre’s 
great size, many don’t fully appreciate the 
man as a superb athlete in all respects. 


In many ways, these are the most 
evenly matched men in the elimination 
bouts. While Andre has the advantage 
of size and power, Brisco has the wide 
range of complex maneuvers working 
for him. Both men will use their 
advantages to their fullest. 

Andre makes the first move. He tries 
to awe Brisco with his size, and for a 
few moments, he succeeds. He takes 
control of the action. But he makes one 
mistake. After flinging Jack across the 
ring, he does not follow through in 
time. Brisco has enough time to 


recover his senses. Then he goes to 
work on Andre. 

As a master tactician, Jack knows 
very well how to tie up an opponent. 
He also knows how to use Andre’s 
greater size to his own advantage. First 
Jack tries to confuse the Giant, making 
it difficult for him to maneuver with 
much skill. Then Jack begins the hard 
part—going move for move with his 
huge opponent. 


But Andre is not a man to lose 
control so easily. He knows exactly 
what Brisco is doing. He makes what 
appears to be a desperate move, but 
upon closer examination proves to be 
carefully calculated. He lunges toward 
Brisco and tries to pick him up, 
probably to put him in an airplane 
spin. However, Jack has been waiting 
for something like this to happen. 

Brisco lets Andre come close enough

By all rights, this should have been a 
match between Dusty Rhodes and 
Superstar Graham. The computer, 
however, has substituted Patera to Be 
Dusty’s opponent because Graham 
dropped out of the tournament. Still, 
this will be a match between two very 
strong men. It would seem Patéfa 
would have the advantage in strength. 
To win, Dusty will have to be very 
smart. 

After the bell sounds, Ken begins the 
attack. He is determined to make this 
strictly a test of strength, knowing he 
can win in that field. But Dusty wants 
to employ some of his best maneuvers 
against Ken, knowing Patera will Be 
vulnerable to them. 


Within minutes, it looks like it will 
be Ken’s match. He has swung the 
action to his style of wrestling, making 
it very difficult for Dusty to maneuver. 
Patera puts Rhodes in a bearhug 
which appears like it will be the last 
move of the match. But Dusty 
surprises Ken and breaks free. the 
whole match turns around. 

Now that he is free to maneuver 
around, Dusty gets better. Soon he has 
Patera down on the canvas with a well- 
executed leglock. Ken relies on sheer 
strength to break free, but he does not 
gain any advantage. As soon as Patera 
breaks free of one maneuver, Dusty 
has another one ready to be applied. 
Ken’s strength is all that is saving him 
from defeat at this point. 

Then Dusty does something rather 
surprising: He lets up on his attack. 
Ken is not sure how to handle this, and 
he pauses fora moment. This is exactly 
what Rhodes wanted him to do. In that 
split-second Patera hesitates, Dusty 
prepares to deliver a flying 
elbowsmash. Rhodes follows through 
on his plan and stuns his opponent. 
Three seconds later, Dusty Rhodes has 
advanced into the semi-final round of 
the tournament. 
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Ivan Putski has a-right to smile (above); 
he’s one of the most loved, respected, 
and admired men in all wrestling. His 
opponents fear Ivan because of his 
phenomenal strength, as Bugsy McGraw 
learns in the clutches of Ivan’s headlock 
(right). 


The computer almost blew a few 
transistors assembling the match 
between these two tough competitors. 
The two men possess similar skills, 
employ similar maneuvers, and have 
similar styles. The results are hardly a 
shock at all. 

From the opening bell, it is obvious 
this is going to be a contest involving 
the two men’s best maneuvers. Can 
Strongbow’s “Tomahawk Chop” 
overcome Putski’s famous “Polish 
Hammer”? In the opening minutes, 
both men are extremely cautious. They 
are trying to sense some weakness in 
the other man. There are none. 

After five minutes, Strongbow goes 
on the offensive, trying to tie up Putski 
and confuse the Polish grappler. But 
that is not an easy task to do. Soon 
Ivan has reversed the situation and 
tries putting a nerve hold on 
Strongbow. For a few moments, it 
looks likes Putski has the match.

However, Strongbow is not ready to 
give up. He somehow breaks loose 
from Ivan’s maneuver and reassumes 
his assault. Now Jay has control, and it 
is Ivan who looks like he may lose. The 
Chief tries to execute a stepover 
toehold—a move which Putski has 
always had trouble countering—but 
Strongbow is thwarted in his effort. 
Control reverts to Ivan. 

For the next 20. minutes, the 
advantage changes back and forth. 
Putski is finally able to use his “Polish 
Hammer,” but Strongbow is able to 
defend himself. 

At the 30 minute mark, the 
computer ends. the match, calling it a 
draw. Both men have done extremely 
well, giving their best efforts to win. 
However, their best was just not good 
enough to gain a victory, so both men 
are eliminated from the tournament 
after an excellent battle. O 


The voting in the fan ballots 
between Mr. Wrestling II and Bob 
Backlund was closer than any other 
two opponents. Therefore, there’s no 
reason not to expect the contest 
between these two men to be equally 
close, 

Though both men are scientific 
wrestlers, their styles differ greatly. 
Bob Backlund is young, energetic, and 
very quick. Mr. Wrestling II is more 
methodical and settled. This will be an 
interesting battle.

As the match opens, Bob seems to be 
waiting for Mr. Wrestling II to make 
the first move, which the masked 
wrestler does. Wrestling II is 
determined to make this a battle of 
maneuvers instead of styles. This does 
not bother Backlund; he is very adept 
at many maneuvers, a holdover from 
his days as a star amateur. Heis able to 
handle himself very well against 
Wrestling II. 

It is quite clear Backlund has 
surprised his opponent, doing much 
more than was expected of him. From 
this point on, Backlund will have 
control of the match. He is perfectly 
aware of everything he is doing. 

Bob breaks free of the struggle on 
the canvas, daring Wrestling II to 
pursue him. Wrestling II takes the bait, 
which is a very bad mistake. Bob seems 
to have unlimited amounts of energy. 
He quickly tires out his opponent. 
Backlund knows this is happening, but 
he doesn’t rush in for the win. He will 
take his time and do it his way. 

His patience pays off. Wrestling II is 
getting more and more tired pursuing 
the young man. The time is right. With 
very deliberate moves, Bob gets his 
Opponent in a spinesmasher, which 
can be a devastating maneuver. But 
Wrestling II is able to break free— 
barely. He realizes he cannot win this 
match. At 23:49, Mr. Wrestling II 
submits. Bob Backlund, a most 
amazing young man, advances to the 
next step in the tournament. Oo

MIL MASCARAS VS. 


LARRY ZBYSZKO 


T IS TO be a match of two 

scientific grapplers with very 
different styles. Mil Mascaras is 
acknowledged to be the best flying 
wrestler in the profession. Larry 
Zbyszko may be swift, but both his 
feet usually stay on the ground. This 
will be a Clash of styles as well as 
grapplers. 

In the opening moments, 
Mascaras attempts to gain a 
psychological advantage over his 
relatively inexperienced opponent. 
Larry expects Mil to come leaping at 
him, a whirlwind of dropkicks and 
flying bodypresses. That is what he 
has prepared to combat. Instead, 
Mascaras strides purposefully 
toward his young foe, challenging 
him with Larry’s own maneuvers. 
That tends to make younger men 
lose their temper. Once a wrestler 
loses his temper, he’s easy prey. 
Anger makes a man sloppy. 

Zbyszko may be young, but he’s 
no fool. He waits for Mil with a 
confident grin, realizing Mascaras’ 
ploy. The two men meet in the 
center of the ring and lock. Mil 
knows the attempt to’ win a 
psychological advantage has failed. 
Now he must win a test of strength. 

The masked grappler’s body 
becomes an awesome vessel of 
power. Larry realizes straining 
against his opponent will require 
great strength and energy. In a 
match which can go to three falls, 
he can't afford that. Escape seemed 
the only solution. Zbyszko breaks 
free of the contest and retreats to 
the far side of the ring. 

Mascaras understands what this 
means. Larry is professional 
enough to avoid encounters he 
can't win. While the young man is 
powerful, he’s not about to stupidly 
test his strength against a man who

Both Mascaras and Zbyszko know 
Larry is not hurt. To test Zbyszko, 
Mascaras tries to get his foe 
ensnared ina Mexican cradle. It isa 
difficult hold to execute and one that 
leaves aman wide open toa counter 
attack. Mascaras fully expects to be 
repulsed. He wonders how. 

Mascaras instantly discovers, to 
his regret. Larry expertly reverses 
the action and snares Mil in an 


armlock. The pain forces Mascaras to 


nis knees. 

Now Mil’s mind is racing. In a 
move too complicated to. describe, 
he twists free. Zbyszko can hardly 
believe what happened. Stunned by 
his opponent's agility, Larry drops 
his guard for an instant. That’s all it 
takes. Mil leaps in the air and 
captures Zbyszko in a flying 
legscissors. Larry does down. 

It's now a test of strength 
between Mil’s legs and Larry's 
neck. Mascaras has to force 
Zbyszko’s shoulders to the canvas 
while Larry must try to bridge free. 
It’s an intense struggle that takes

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DUSTY RHODES VS 
BOB BACKLUND

T HIS IS THE classic confron- 
tation between veteran and 
young star. Dusty Rhodes pits years of 
experience against the brash youth of 
Bob Backlund. As for styles, Backlund 


_ is strictly scientific, while Rhodes 


adapts to the situation. Dusty is 
known to be foolishly reckless when 
angered or pressured. Rarely does Bob 
lose his calm center. 

The two men eye each other 
carefully. Rhodes tries to look 
flamboyantly dangerous. Backlund 
appears confidently excited. Neither 
man rushes to attack when the bell 
sounds. It is a time for caution. No 
man wants to make an early mistake. 
It’s a waiting game of nerves. Each 
waits for the other to commit himself. 

Rhodes is never very good ata battle 
of nerves. He rushes in first. The 
wrestlers lock. Hands slap flesh as they 
break and look for an opening. 
Backlund hunches over and drives 
Dusty into the ropes. Backpedaling, 
Dusty elbowsmashes his younger foe. 
There’s not much weight behind it, but 
it’s enough to stun Backlund into 
releasing thé hold. 

Rhodes now mounts an offensive.

His maneuvers are perfect, 
overwhelming. Backlund struggles to 
‘free himself from the man’s expert 
grip. But the wily veteran anticipates 
Backlund’s escape attempts and easily 
thwarts them. Dusty is growing more 
and more confident. He is now setting 
Backlund up for the finishing 
maneuver. Bob knows this and is 
struggling to get free. 

Bob knows he can’t escape without 
taking risks. All the safe maneuvers 
have failed. If he swings his body ina 
certain way, he can get out. He canalso 
leave himself open to a figure-four 
leglock. Backlund takes the risk. He 
fails. Rhodes slips into the leglock 
before Backlund can prevent it. 
Rhodes wins the first fall. 

Bob may have lost the fall, but he 
gained great experience. He now 
knows Rhodes’ rhythms, his sense of 
maneuvering. All the study in the 
world can’t teach you as much as eight 
minutes of combat. Bob always uses 
what he has learned. 

It’s’ Dusty’s turn to be overwhelmed 
by an attack. Rhodes intended to use 
the same series of maneuvers which 
worked successfully before. This time, 


Backlund has worked out the proper 
defense. Rhodes barely gets 
started when he finds himself on the 
defensive. Bob proves himself a superb 
tactician, confounding Dusty at every 
step. Rhodes starts to get reckless. 
Only the man’s superb natural 
coordination keeps him from being 
defeated. 


Backlund senses himself tiring. He 
backs off. Rhodes should use this time 
to recuperate. Instead, Dusty charges. 
Backlund hunches into a crouch and 
drives a shoulder into Dusty’s belly. 
Rhodes goes down as if poleaxed. 

Backlund leaps on Rhodes, hoping 
for the pin. Dusty times his bridge

more than a minute. Both men’s 
bodies are tensed to their limits. 
Then, Larry collapses and the first 
fall is over. 

That proves to be Zbyszko’s 
undoing. Mascaras decides since 
he has the first fall, he should go all 
out with the second. Chances will 
be taken, risks done, his most 
complex maneuvers attempted. If 
he is wrestling well, no man on 
earth can stop him. 

Mil dominates the. first few 
minutes of the second fall. He is 
majestic. Zbyszko proves his 
greatness by repulsing the attack. 
Then, with a superb counter- 
maneuver, an armgrab against a 
flying bodypress, Larry controls the 
match. For three minutes, Zbyszko 
maneuvers perfectly. Time and time 
again, Mascaras barely escapes. 
Both men grow weary from the 
intense action. 

Larry knows if both men are 
equally tired, he has the advantage. 
Mascaras’ best maneuvers require 
great energy and control. Larry's 


more economical moves, not as 
devastating, require less grace and 
agility.

counted, the computer began 
to analyze the results.

considering thére would only be 12 
men finally chosen to compete with 
each other for the top honors. Many 
people had widely varying views on 
who should be included.
